Design  and  Production  Process

KelGraphic  Design  employs  a  four  phase  approach  to  our  design  process,  each  phase  consisting 
of  individual  tasks  and  goals.  The  organization  of  the  project  will  consist  of  the  following  four  major 
phases. 

I.  Briefing,  Analysis  and  Conceptual 

In  this  phase  we  develop  an  in-depth  understanding  of  the  goals  and  objectives  that  the  signage 
system  will  achieve.  Information  and  marketing  studies  provided  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority will  be  an  integral  part  of  this  aspect. 

We  will  develop  initial  concepts  in  written  and  visual  form  which  present  the  feeling  and  the  look  that 
will  attract  people  to  the  Harborwalk.  These  concepts  will  be  versatile  so  that  they  will  work  well  to 
bring  a  variety  of  audiences  to  the  Harborwalk. 

We  will  review  with  you  a  series  of  alternative  design  plans  for  the  signage  system  in  rough  layout 
form  which  clearly  illustrate  our  concepts.  This  will  ensure  that  the  overall  look  you  are  striving  for 
is  reflected. 

II.  Comprehensive  Design  and  Layout 

Based  on  the  direction  set  in  the  Briefing  and  Analysis  phase,  we  will  proceed  into  the  final  design 
process.  At  this  time,  all  elements  that  are  to  be  part  of  the  signage  system  are  developed,  including 
colors  and  artwork.  The  design  options  are  then  presented  in  comprehensive  form  which  depict  the 
look  of  the  final  signs  as  they  will  look  when  they  are  produced. 

During  this  phase,  decisions  regarding  color,  artwork,  typography,  and  materials  for  production  are 
made. 

III.  Mechanical  Artwork  Phase 

Upon  approval  of  the  above,  artwork  and  typesetting  will  be  produced,  and  the  designs  will  be  de- 
veloped into  finished  artwork.  During  this  phase  we  will  produce  the  final  elements  that  will  be 
needed  to  supply  the  manufacturer  with  camera  ready  materials.  Specifications  are  provided  to  the 
manufacturer  regarding  colors  and  materials. 

IV.  Production 

This  phase  involves  the  actual  production  of  the  finished  pieces  of  signage.  We  will  select  compe- 
tent vendors  for  the  work  involved,  issue  specifications  for  production,  review  mechanicals  with  bid- 
ders, and  administer  the  printing  contracts  to  the  appropriate  vendors  as  required.  KelGraphic  De- 
sign will  supervise  the  production  process  with  ir.e  contractor  for  quality  control  through  the 
delivery  and  installment  of  the  signage  system  to  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority.
